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vwhen the light was sighted, the observer was facing West at latitude 30 decrees, 
thirty-eight minutes North, 55 degrees, seven minutes Vest, and stated that the light 
was traveling North approxinately one mile away at an altitude of 2000-3000 feet, and 
a speed of 250-300 mots. ‘The light appeared to be one to two feet in diameter, with 
a small exhaust trail. No sound was heard. 

The reliability of the observer is evalutated as excellent. Captain lato. is 
a SeniorPilot, with ten years flying expericnce, and is familiar with meteorlogy, 
and navigation. 


Since the report was not received until twelve hours after observation, intercep- 
tion was not attempted.

I certify that the following was observed by me while attending a 
drive-in movie, between 2015 and 2039 on the nicht of 1 eine 1953. 

I saw this light when it was approximately 90° to my left. It was 
traveling at a constant altitude of 2000-3000 feet on a bearing of north. 
The object appeared to be 1 to 2 feet in diameter of bluish white in color 
with a small exhaust trail. The speed of the object was estimated at 
250-200 knots. It travelod Wawsals approximately 0° of an are in 30 
seconds end appeared to start a climbing turn and disappeared, just as 
though someone had turned off a light evitch. 

The object was approximately 1 mile away and it looked like the 
exhaust of a F-94 with afterburner going. I did not hear any noise at 
all, the windows of the car were up and the loudspeaker was on. I could 
not see anything at all to identify it as an aircraft, as there were no 
lights on the object. Weather at the time was clear with unrestricted 


visibility.
